THE  MISSISSIPPI  RIVER 

The  dust  blows  out  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
It  is  the  only  river  in  the  world  where  the  dust 
blows  in  great  columns  out  of  the  river  bed. 
The  catfish  come  up  to  the  surface  to  sneeze. 
From  the  great  wide-stretching  sandbars  on

A  long  rain  will  make 
the  river  so  thin  it  can  easily  be  poured  from 
one  vessel  into  another,  like  a  cocktail.  When 
it  is  ordinarily  dry,  however,  it  has  to  be 
stirred  with  a  stick  before  you  can  pour  it 
out  of  anything.  It  has  a  current  of  about 
twenty-nine  miles  an  hour,  and  perhaps  the 
largest  acreage  of  sandbars  to  the  square  inch 
that  was  ever  planted.  Steamboats  run  down 
the  Mississippi  River.  So  do  newspaper  cor¬ 
respondents.  But  if  the  river  is  not  fair  to 
look  upon,  there  is  some  of  the  grandest 
country  on  either  side  of  it  the  sun  ever  shone 
upon.  How  such  a  river  ever  came  to  run 
through  such  a  paradise  is  more  than  I  can 
understand.
